The Florida ARPSC closed its Hurricane Cleo operation 


August 23, andSeptember 8 they were back "in business'' 


with Hurricane Dora, followed by floods in the Suwanee 
River basin which producedan alert September 12 and 13. 
Hurricane Hilda spent most of her fury on Louisiana but 
the squall line which ran interference for her caused a 
five-hour tornado alert for the whole Florida panhandle 
October 4 and 6 (GMT) just as the annual SET was clos- 
ing down. They would probably have paid little attention 
to SET, had it not been for a Civil Defense sponsored 
state-wide aviation drill which required amateur com- 
munications: andwhich produceda real, live plane crash 
in the Everglades which was found and reported by ama- 
teur aeromobile. It hasbeen a very full month of ARPSC 
activity. 

THE HURRICANE DORA OPERATION began with an 
SEC Bulletin setting Condition One at 0230Z Septem- 
ber 8. Condition Two became effective automatically 
when the Weather Bureau put up hurricane warnings at 
1700 GMT September 8. An SEC Bulletin alerted Net 
Charlie at 2330Z and Net Delta at 0300Z September 9. 
All Key Cities were alerted also at 0300 GMT. Almost 
immediately there was a burst of. message handling for 
Red Cross which was moving people into the threatened 
areas and most back-up areas as well. Net C had been 
handling preliminary CD traffic even during Condition 
One as preparations were made for the storm's arrival. 

Neither Net C nor D was loaded with much traffic in 
terms of their capacities and Net C had less problem 
than in Hurricane Cleo with stations calling in to report 
that they were "standing by in case you need me." The 
reason .they were not a problem was a revised procedure 


‘introduced by Net Manager W4OVE. NCS repeatedly 


called for stations ''with formal traffic ONLY". He asked 
for check-ins also by specific areas within the threatened 
area, from Key Cities, from certain net personnel but 
he offered no invitation to any other station to check in 
unless he had FORMAL TRAFFIC ONLY. The improve- 
ment in general circuit quality which resulted was very 
noticeable. (Anyone who monitored the Gulf coast nets 
during Hurricane Hilda wastreated to plenty of examples 
of what happens to a circuit when NCS does not insist on 
FORMAL traffic, and who permits uninhibited check=ins 
from virtually anybody. ) 
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Condition Three was established at 1200Z Septem- 
ber 10, with the simultaneous alerting of Net Bravo to 
be covered by the Key Cities of Pensacola, Tallahassee, 
Tampa and Miamito receive incoming welfare inquiries 
(PRIORITY TWO) traffic to be cross-filed to other nets 
through the Key City intercom system. Even though 
some of this traffic was subsequently put on Net C for 
delivery because of the light traffic load, there was no 
problem. Net B took the QRM and confusion off of C, 
leaving it to operate as a Florida circuit, as it had in 
Cleo. 

Nevertheless, Net Bravo had a bad go of it. Conditions 
were very bad and there was little business. 

Under the standing procedure in the Florida AREC 
plan, the Key City of Jacksonville was relieved entirely 
of Key City duties because it was, itself, in a disaster 
area. Telephones were going out. W4WHK, on emer- 
gency power, checked into Net D every two hours to 
pick up traffic and clear his own. Other stations on 
emergency power remained continuously on Net C, es- 
pecially WA4TEG at State CDHQ and Duval County EC 
W4GUJ. Several mobiles were active during the storm,

Sec- 
ond: sign up with ARPSC, 
RACES, or yourlocal emer- 
gency group and participate 
in some way: mobile, base 
station operator, main- 
tenance and repair, organ- 
izer or even cook and bottle 
washer -- it takes a lot of 
everything from gasoline to 
coffee tokeep a net operat- 
ing round the clock. Third: 
recruit othersto join in pub- 
lic service activities so that 
we truly will have an 
"Amateur Radio Service" 
with a majority of licensees 
participating.

emergency traffic’? request was made

.. .WOLF! WOLF! WOLF! Along 
with an interstate phone patch call 
during the day, when the same call 
could have been made with a much 
better connection and legibility via 
AT&T after 9:00 P.M. Fla. time to 
any place in the USA, except Alaska 
and Hawaii, for $1.00 or less. 

I personally believe that the miss- 
ing person could have been tracked 
down and told to contact home, as 
they don’t have youraddress here... 
Big fat emergency. . .I don’t have 
your address. . .WOLF—WOLF— 
WOLF. 

I can see now why when a true 
emergency does come about the rea- 
son 99% don’t pay, attention to the 
requests. .In my estimation the 
words emergency or urgent should 
be judiciously used. . .If one were 
bleeding badly that would be an 
emergency, if one were stuck in the 
mud up to their hips, this would be 
urgent, and providing there were no 
other means of communication 
available, I would then resort to 
Ham Radio for an Interstate or 
local call via patch... 

However,. let’s get the record 
straight, I can honestly see the use 
of Ham Radio for any and all per- 
sonal, non-business type of overseas 
phone apes calls. . . But interstate 
or local an emphatic NO! I can call 
from Fort Lauderdale to Seattle, 
Washington for $1.00, have com- 
plete privacy, 100% copy, no QRM. 
So why suffer. . . 

Conversly it was a great pleasure 
to listen to the way WA4ECY han- 
dled distress situation of 8-4, 8-5 
53 and ECY is to be commended for 
the way he handled the situation and 


for sticking to his guns for 29hours. 
It was a pleasure to listen to, even 
had the US Coast Guard up on 20 
meters. . .At times there were some 
doubts in the minds of many as to 
the validness of it all, but here had 
not been a false cry of Wolf. As the 
distress situation became less, so did 
the phrasology become more mod- 
erate, until he ‘ast two hours ofitall 
the frequency was held clear on strict- 
ly security basic. This the begin- 
ning was an emergency, there was a 
Wolt for sure. And a Public Service 
in the real sense of the word was 
rendered. 

In closing I wish to point out that 
we all should think twice before using 
the phrase “‘Emergency” or ‘‘Ur- 
gent”’, just ask for a clear spot, don’t 
exaggerate, don’t cry WOLF, 
WOLF, WOLF! because when that 
day come!!!...

Editor, FLORIDA SKIP: 

Here’s a story you might like for 
SKIP. While K4BNE was hopping 
between Florida and Georgia SSB 
Hurricane Nets, at 0140 Sept. 9, he 
contacted KG4BQ, Bob, at Guan- 
tanamo. Earlier, WA8BSB, John, 
on the hospital ship USS Hope had 
issued an emergency call for Gitmo 
on 3970 ke. I took Bob up to 3950 
ke where John was monitoring. 

It turned out that the Hope had a 
patient aboard in urgent need of a 
neurosurgeon and was in hopes there 
was one at Gitmo. Gitmo reported 
negative, but located one at Uni- 
versity Hospital, Kingston, Ja- 
maica. 

At the request of the USS Hope, 
K4BNE called a Washington, D.C. 
doctor for helpful advice. On the 
strength of this advice, the Hope 
steamed for Kingston at top speed. 
The doctor in Washington was 
doubtful about the patient’s chance 
for survival until the 0800 ETA of 
the Hope at Kingston. After a maxi- 
mum effort on the part of KG4BQ, 
the USS Hope was able to raise 
Kingston on an official frequency. 
Up to that point, sole comm unica- 
tions from the Hope was WA8BZB. 
So urgent was the situation that the 
captain of the ship changed course 
so that the ham antenna was broad- 
side o Gitmo. The ship’s position at 
0300 was 17.12N, 5.35W, north- 
east of Morant Cays. 

K1KVA in Massachusetts ran a 
patch later during the communica- 
tion and was extremely helpful. Also 
known to be standing by on frequen- 
cy for any needed assistance were 
WA2JIB and W4IMM. All stations 
exhibited fine discipline during the 
3hour session during which KG4 
BQ did all relaying both ways since 
the Hope was not copying stateside 
stations due to strong QRN. 

I have been unable to find out final 
disposition of the case, other than 
that the Hope was getting landing 
clearance at Kingston, and prepar- 
ing to take the doctor aboard as 
soon as they were in practical range. 
Although it was not mentioned on the 
air, the doctor told me the patient 
was a female in extremely gravecon- 
dition. 

In light of this action, I would be 
more than pleased to see SKIP com- 
mend the participating hams, espe- 
cialy KG4BQ, KI1KVA‘and WA8 
BZB/MM for putting our hobby to 
its greatest use — that of humani- 
tarianism — despite extremely poor 
conditions and condition of the 
bands with all hurricane nets in full 
operation. 4

I believe you heard the very inter- 
esting program, concerning mobile 
operation, a couple of Sundays ago, 
when W4IRA made the suggestion 
that some day some of us might be 
operating from a golf cart.

Every Friday night I used to put on 
an outline of what went on, amateur- 
radiowise, from the Fair Station, 
W2DKJ/2, later W2USA. The con- 
tacts and conversations made from 
the ‘‘Pushmobile”’ were recorded and 
put on the air the following Friday 
night. 

On the nights these ‘“‘broadcasts”’ 
were put out, I made an effort to 
have important amateur radio men 
join me. Among them were the fa- 
mous Dr. Hard, who operated a 
very powerful station near Mexico 
City. George Bailey, then President 
of the A.R.R.L., K.B. Warner, Editor 
QST; James Lamb, Technical Editor 
QST; and many, many more V.I.P.s, 
among amateur radio men made 
several such appearances. 

Our broadvasts were sent out on 
five, ten, twenty, seventy five and 
160 meters, simultaneously. Hence 
the five microphones. In addition, 
the five meter signal was picked up 
by many other stations in the New 
York area and retransmitted on 
other frequencies. In some cases re- 
cordings were made and sent out at 


other times. We had remarkable 


coverage. 

-Photo #6 shows the very fine win- 
dow display, provided for W2USA, 
by the A.R.R.L. It was made up of 
one large painting, in the center, 
surrounded by twelve illuminated, 
color transparencies, depicting radio 
stations run by amateurs during 
various disasters, in various parts 
of the country, This window was on 
one side of the doorway. The win- 
dow. of the same size, on the other 
side of the door was left open so that 
a complete view of the entire station 
could had from the outside. Next 
door to W2USA was the control 
station for all the Public Address. 
operation. throughout ‘he entire 


“Fair Grounds. The publiccould view 
it through huge plate glass windows. 
If you can get Gernsbeck to send 
you a copy of RADIO & TELEVI-

or run as a series. I am sure he 
would be glad to have the story 
photostated.

In our QSO this morning, I was 
tellimg Bev, W4CKB that I was 
about to write another article for 
QST regarding the interferences 
problem encountered by emergency 
nets and individuals moving emer- 
gency traffic. 

What has prompted me towritea 
article is that complete disregard of 
an emergency situation which I ob- 
served that other day on 40 meters. 
A net control station on an airbase 
in North Carolina was attempting 
to obtain a correction of a telephone 
number from a W1 and in the in- 
suing process had to contend with 
station tuning up on frequency and 
another station calling CQ! Finally, 
what it amounted to, was that hehad 
to literally plead for a clear frequen- 
cy which of course took considerable 
time which could have been used to 
move additional traffic. All this was 
unnecessary, the way I see it. I have 
observed the same problems during 
Our participation in Pensacola dur- 
ing the hurricane of 1947, I en- 
countered the same situation whil 
on Midway Islands in 1962 when 
attempted to relay trafficforastation 
on Guam during their typhoon dis- 
aster, while I was still in Bangkok, 
I again observed discourteous oper- 
ating regarding the movement o 
traffic from Alaska during theearth- 
quake disaster. All uncalled for. This 
is rather difficult to believe, butsome 
operators became actually indignant 
when asked politely to QSY. Seems as 
tho it interfered with their idle chatter. 

In my opinion, the courtesy factor 
in amateur operating is no longer 
sufficient to cope with situations of 
this sort and I think that the regula- 
tions should clearly state that a li- 

cense will be revoked (for say one 
year) if the offender interteres with 
emergency raffic. In ths day of 
appliance operators, plain knuckle 
heads and the “I don’t care” attitude 
the regulations require something 
with “‘teeth” in it to bring the non- 
chalants around to logical thinking 
and operation.

While in Dallas, Texas on vaca- 
tion Ned & I were taken to meet the 
Director of CD for Dallas and coun- 
ty, Mr. B.B. Smith. Mr. Smith rose 
from behind a desk filled with pap- 
ers and gave us a big. Texas wel- 
come. While visiting, we found he 
was a retired full Colonel and is al- 
so Deputy Chief of Police. 

Mr.. Smith was kind enough to. 
take the time to give us a personal 
tour through the CD underground 
Headquarters, located in Fair Park. 

Entering the Health Bldg., Mr. 
Smith led the way down a flight of 
stairs, explaining that the concrete 
and steel door hanging over our. 
heads weighed four tons, and open- 
ed and closed by a hydraulic sys- 
tem. There were 2 such doors, one 
on each side of the installation. 
on each side of the installation. 

We entered the area thru double 
steel doors one on each side of the 
two foot thick wall. The ceiling above 
us was 14 ft. of concrete and steel. 
with 4 ft. of dirt atop that. 

He unlocked a door on our right 
and we entered a ham’s dream! The 
communications room was filled 
with equipment, each band inits own 
booth, complete 80-2 meters, Collins, 
Johnson and Gonsets. Also rigs in 
direct contact with AREC units, Fire, 
Police, Sheriff, State Police, and all 
Utilities. Antenna systems can be 
partially retracted into roof over 
shelter for protection. All hospitals 
in Dallas Area are installing an in- 
tercom system between themselves 
and the CD underground office. 

Next area shown was staff room 
which contains tables and lockers 
for 40 officials including Red Cross 
and their own radio equipment. On 
one side was two Sleeping areas for 
the men and women plus full baths. 
Kitchen had floor to ceiling stor- 
age, plus the latest in equipment. 
Food was packaged in ‘5 in 1”— 
5 people, 3 meals, 1 day supplies 
for 2 weeks. 

Finally we saw the room with 
the huge generators, air purifying, 
system, etc. 

It is avery compact facility for 
emergency use.

reporting fallen trees and power lines and similar hazards. 
One of these was W4BYG working out a new transciever. 
The Jax 2-M FM intercom circuit was going strong. 
W1AW again broadcast a request that inquiry traffic to 
Florida be routed via the NTS. At 0620Z, Net Bravo 
manager K4NMZ radioed that he was closing the net for 


lack of business. Net D was also running very light on. 


traffic. The SECs reduced the alert from Condition Three 
to Condition Two at 0700Z September 11. Traffic con- 
tinued light and Condition Four was finally set at 1400Z 
September 11. ; 

One very unpleasant situation occurred on Net Bravo 
which marredthe exercise and is now inthe hands of the 
Federal Communications Commission. WA4FJ report- 
ed, "On September 11 at approximately 0405Z while I 
was NCS, WS8RHZ, identifying himself as being in 
Twinsburg, Ohio, called a lengthy CQ on 38 38 kc, 
where the net was in session. I went back to him with 
this request? 'W8RHZ you are right on top of Florida 
Emergency Net Bravo, operating in Hurricane Condi- 
tion Three Alert. We would appreciate it very much 
if you would QSY ...'W8RHZ did not answer the re- 
quest but proceeded to call another lengthy CQ. His 
signal was extremely strong and made copy rough but 
the net carried on through it. 

"The second CQ he was answered by a W5 who asked 
him to move up in frequency since they were ORMing 
an emergency net. At this point W8RHZ became guilty 
of deliberate interference for he told the WS that he 
knew that there was a net there but 'that he had been 
operating on 3838 kc. every night for two years at ten 
o'clock and there had never been a net there before and 
that the net HAD NO RIGHT TO BE ON THAT FRE- 
QUENCY .' The WS promptly signed off with W8RHZ who 
then called another lengthy CQ. This continued until 
0700 GMT when the net secured." 

WA4FJF's report infull, supplemented by a written re- 
port on observations by W4TFL have been forwarded to 
FCC with a letter from W4MLE saying, "on the basis of 
this report and verbal confirmations thereof, I wish to 
file herewith a formal complaint against W8RHZ... 
alleging violation of FCC regulations 97.125 and 
97.77. . ."" Mr. A. C. Gilbert, FCC Engineer in Charge 
at Miami, said the complaint was being sent to Wash- 
ington for action but that in future, such interference 
should be called to the attention of FCC while it is still 
going on, by landline to the nearest monitoring office. 
There is one in Ft. Lauderdale, FLORIDA SECs.

W30CW, RM for MDD, 
has worked out a cooperative 
plan toreduce QRM between 
nets operating in the area 
between 3631 and 3664 KCs 
during the early evening 
hours, particularly with res- 
pect to stations sent off fre- 
quency to pass traffic. Under 
his proposal, QFN would 
operate exactly on 3651 KCs 
and would utilize 3647 (down 
4) and 3658 (up 7) for OSY 
channels. Prior to OOOIZ, 
before some of the other 
nets begin operation, 3662 
(up 11) may be used also. At 
present his proposal does not 
affect the late session of 
OFN. 

To put such a plan into 
effect would require, first, 
accurate frequency spotting 
of the net on 3651 KCs by 
each net control. If station 
equipment does not permit 
a reasonable degree of 
accuracy, NCS should check 
with stations which can do 
so. Second, net members 
would have to QSY as nearly 
as possible to the exact fre- 
quency ordered. With the 
net frequency as reference, 
this should be possible with 
a little care and attention. 
We would be limited to just 
three channels off the net 
frequency but normally this 
is adequate. 

It might seem that the 
objectives to be gained 
would not be justified by 
imposing these limitations 
and difficulties of the plan. 
However, each of the 
affected nets (CNN, 9RN, 
MISS, GBN, MDD, QFN 
and QIN) is being asked to 
cooperate, at least on a 
trial basis, and QFN should 
be in the van. Even if it 
should not succeed, it isa 
worthwhile effort in the 
right direction, it will im- 
prove operating technique 
and ability, and should be 
given a chance. Let's try it 
immediately after this 
appears inSKIP.

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O THAT S A TRANSFORMER 


The Transformer 
lustrate here is ethate new. 
The original inventor, prob- 
ably Faraday, has long 
passed away so you See it 
has been with us many, many 
years. History says a man 
by the name of Sturgeon dis- 
covered the magnetic prop- 
erties of the solenoid in 
England about 1824, Seven 
years later, Faraday proved 
it could be put to practical 
use in generating an elec- 
trical current by means of 
his rotating copper. disc. 
After many important and 
original electrical discover- 
ies .during the next fifteen 
years he discovered mag- 
netic rotatory polarization 
and the DC Toroid Trans- 
former! The core was an 
iron ring and all he had 
was DC, for Westinghouse 
had not arrived in 1846. 
Ruhmkorff invented the DC 
induction coil, similar to 
the Ford spark coil with the 
commutating vibrator con- 
tacts, in 1851. Fizeau added 
the condenser across the 
contacts in 1852 and fifty 
years later the E. I. Com- 
pany were selling them to 
hams! 

Ironically, the first trans- 
former was a toroid. Also 
the actual invention or de- 
velopment of the transformer 
as.we khow it today, had to 
wait until AC ‘was intro- 
duced. Many People worked 
on this problem. Faraday 
first used a rotating magnet 
to improve on his early 
disc experiments. Barlow 
reversed the process and 
came up with a motor, which 
at that time was called the 
‘*Barlow Wheel’’. Maxwell 
evolved some famous the- 
ories on the subject. The 
first practical alternator 
with a ring winding was 
built in 1860 by Antonio 
Pacinetti of Italy. The AC 
transformer is actually a by- 
product of the AC alterna- 
tor. 

Edison might have claimed 
this aS an invention but he 
thought AC would never be 
practical and so spent all 
his time with DC generators, 
batteries, and DC motors. 
Westinghouse had ideas of 
kis own on what was prac- 
tical. He thought Edison 
was wrong and his engineers 
probably developed the first 
practical transformer with 
laminated silicon steel core 
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material and insulated cop- 
per wire windings. 
Histeresis bugged the 
early inventors of the trans- 
former. They were not aware 
that the rushing magnetic 
flux through the core mater- 
ial set up eddy currents 
much like rushing water 
sets up whirlpools. Early 
transformer cores were made 
of stove pipe iron. Early 
cores were reluctant to 
change flux direction in 
step with the exciting cur- 
rent so therefore heated 
badly. Oil cooling was used 
to overcome this heating as 
is even done today in large 


edge-folded 
insulation paper 


utility transformers. 


Stienmetz of the General 
Electric Company while 
doing research work on the 
dynamo, probably for the 
electric railway division in 
Erie became involved in 
these histeresis problems 
and as far as this writer 
knows, he was the man who 
Whipped the problem. His 
research shaped the huge 
motors which successfully 
outpulled . the. 16-Drive 
Malley Steam Locomotive. 
He was the sole inventor of 
the continuous ribbon silicon 
core and later invented a 
machine for winding it 
through the coil. From a 
personal description of this 
machine, 
ing toroid winding machines 
today, I would believe them 


and after examin- . 


to be identical in operation. 

Stienmetz’s silicon steel 
laminations are very useful 
and efficient. in the build- 
up of the transformer today. 
Some run higher than 98% 
efficient. The windings are 
wound on_ Self-supporting 
forms and the laminations 
are interleaved, alternating 
but-to-but so that the flux 
will be locked in the core. 
Shellac or varnish insulates 
each lamination from the 
other to prevent eddy cur- 
rents without effecting thes 
total flux flow. Early trans-

former design allowed 10% 
of total height of the stacked 
core. for this insulation. 
Histeresis or high reluctance 
currents in the core are 
kept at a minimum by the 
transformer core material 
manufacturer’S own secret 
process which has to do 
with the actual crystaline 
structure of the Silicon type 
steel. ' 
Transformers today, are 
not difficult to design. A 
standard formula over 60 
years old is still used. The 
main factors in the formula 
are the (1) frequency, (2) 
core area, and (3) the qual- 
ity of the core material. 
Good commercial grade 
power transformer cores are 
rated at about 60,000 line 
per square inch (9.3 K- 


gauss). The power line fre- 
quency in Florida and most 
of the USA is 60 cycles. 
The remaining variable, the 
core area, determines just 
how many turns of wire are 
required for each volt. Also 
the maximum watts output 
permissible. 


The core cross section 
area is determined by mea- 
Suring the height and width 
in inches of the stacked 
core within the coil wind- 
ing. For instance, core 
material two inches wide 
stacked three inches high 
would be six square inches. 
Twice this area will allow 
one-half a turn per volt. 
Likewise, half this area 
requires two turns per volt. 
I find it edsy to remember 
this by the following table: 


1sqin = 6 Turn per Volt 
2sqin = 3 Turn per volt 
3sqin = 2 Turn per volt 
4sqin = 1-1/2" per volt 
Ssqin = i.2” per volt 
6sqin = 1 Turn per volt 


Study this fora minute and 
you will discover that it is 
easy to remember. Notice 
the factor of six in each 
equation. For the purist, I 
hasten to explain this table 
holds true for core material 
slightly better than 60, 000 
lines per square inch. Have’ 
no fear, many hundreds of 
transformers have been built 
throughout the years for 60 
cycle from this table which 
is committed to memory. 
One of these rated at 3KW 
was built over 20 years ago 
and is still going strong. The 
transformer expert would 
call this 3KVA so that he 
would not have to account 
for the power factor. For 
the mathematician this is 
the cosine theta factor of 
the voltage versus current 
vector. } 

Now the total weight of 
the core material deter- 
mines the power capabilities 
ofthe completed transformer 
provided of course the cop- 
per is large enough. Strictly 
speaking, the cross section

the "watt'' capacity of any 
power transformer in open 
air. 'Watts equals the cross 
section area insquare inches 
times six, the product. 
squared." For instance 900 
watts = (5S x 6)2, or worded

Square root of 900 watts 
divided by the constant ''6". 
For your convenience the 
following progression of 
transformers are listed for 
each cross section areas ofs 


1 sq. in. = 36 watts 
2 sq. in. = 144 watts 
3 sq. in. = 324 watts 
4 sq. in. = 576 watts 
5 sq. in. = 900 watts 
6 sq. in. = 1296 watts 
7 sq. in. = 1764 watts 
8 sq. in. = 2256 watts 
9 sq. in. = 2916 watts 
10 sq. in. = 3600 watts 


Notice that as the core area 
doubles, the watts quad- 
ruples. Just remember one 
thing; ''One square inch core 
(1 x 1) equals 36 watts." If 
you must be a purest, throw 
away the slide-rule, use the 
constant ‘SS. 58." =( for 20°C) 
and factor out an absolute 
30.91369 watts and don't 
forget the enamel or varnish 
thickness on the silicon 
steel! Heck I always use ''6" 
and have never missed yet. 
Anyway, a good cook always 
uses an extra pinch of salt. 
Now comes the hard part. 
What size wire to use? Select 
#20 as capable of carrying 
one ampere (1000ma) when 
barried inside a transformer 
Some books say #22 will 
calry one ampere on a 60 
cycle core. You may have 
noticed that I scotched a 
little on the core, but 
NEVER on the cooper! Stick 
with#20 fora good CM/am- 
pere. The transformer "in- 
ternal resistance'’ will be 
lower, will run cooler, and 
the regulation will be better. 
Now that we are brain- 
washed to #20 for one am- 
pere, skip two sizes down 
and youwill find #17 carries 
2 amperes, #14 good for 4 
amperes, and #11 a solid 8 
amperes. Of course two 
#20's will carry 2 amperes. 
Decreasing the size of the 
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wire trom #20, we skip 21 
and 22, with #23 good for 
S00 ma, skip 24 and 25, 
and find #25 good for 250 
ma, skip 27 and 28, find 
#29 good for 125 ma. Yes, 
they do make those odd 
sizes, and they come in 
"formvar'' enamel insulation 
for values as high as 1000 
volts between adjacent 
turns! 

I hope by now everyone is 
convinced that he can re- 
design and re-build his own 
transformer. Most electrical 
texts have wire tables. Next 
week-end, how about "roll- 
ing your own" and let me 
know how you make out. If 
the response is good enough, 
I may go way out and talk 
about 'Toroids''. Confiden- 
tially, I started out to write 
about toroids in the first 
place but thought a little 
brush=up on _ transformers 
first would make it more 
interesting. Then again 
maybe I should just stick to 
writing about people.

Hurricanes''Cleo" and''Dora'' made the fact very clear 
that the Relay system on VHF is of the utmost impor- 
tance. The antennas that will consistently put a signal 
out and bring signals in, over a distance of 300 or more 
miles, night after night, have to come down when any 
area is put under a ''Hurricane Watch". These antennas 
are too big to withstand hurricane winds. 

To be able TO talk over a distance of 300 or more 
miles, night after night, is fun. It is good for pointing 
the way for propogations on VHF. But, if we are to be 
effective during an emergency, then we must look at this 
picture from a different point of view. 

A small beam, 11 elements or less, will cover your 
own county and with 10 watts of power, the counties 
directly next to your own. Emergency messages can be 
sent from Homestead to Jacksonville and to Pensacola if 
there are enough stations willing to actas relay stations, 
without any station using a big beam. Homestead can 
relay to Miami, Miami to Ft. Lauderdale, Ft. Lauder- 
dale to Boca Raton, Boca Raton to the Palm Beaches, 
etc. From the Palm Beaches to Clewiston is easy, from 
Clewiston to Arcadia or Belle Glade; Arcadia can get. 
into Englewood, Punta Gorda, Port Charlotte area, and 
can then be relayed to Ft. Myers, and thence to Naples. 
Bradenton to the whole Tampa area is very easy. Tampa 
to Brooksville is one relay. Brooksville can relay to the 
Leesburg area and then to Inverness, Inverness relays to 
Dunnellon, Dunnellon relays to Ocala, and Ocala into 
Gainesville. Cainesville again can relay in a circle to 
CrossCity, High Springs, Jacksonville, Palatka, St. Aug- 
ustine. Lake City can get into Live Oak. Live Oak relays 
to Madison, Madison is one step to Greenville. Green- 
ville relays to Monticello and on to Tallahassee, thence 
to Bloutstown and on to Marianna; Bloutstown relays to: 
Wewahitchka and over to Port St. Joe and on to Panama 
City to Ft. Walton Beach and finally to Pensacola. 

All the relay stations need are a small transceiver, 10 
or 12 watts out, a small 11 element beam, right over 
the roof top, AND INTEREST. If they have the INTER- 
EST, the first two requirements will come easily. 

Traffic nets have two purposes. One is to be a free 
public service. The other is to provide a ready-made 
emergency net. 

It is impractical to establish a traffic net that can 
function atalltimes except when it is REALLY NEEDED. 

I need help from all the above mentioned cities in 
Florida to establish an effective emergency VHF net on 
two meters. We must ALL be horizontally polarized, us- 
ing small beams, andas mentioned before, relay stations 
do not need much power. 

The Florida Skip: "Relay All Florida" contest is a 
wonderful way to establish this net. 

If there are enough stations interested in this idea, and 
if they get in touch with me, either on the air or by 
mail, I will do everythingI can to help establish this two 
meter Relay Emergency Net in Florida. 

The two meter 7-11 traffic net is suspended, awaiting 
the outcome of this idea. We must be practical to be 
useful. During the hurricanes, the 7-11 net was of no 
use because the big beams had to come down. The relay 
system had not been established and the long-haul com- 
munication was no longer possible. 

I will be interested in any ideas from any station who 
is interested. It will be up to the Amateurs in Florida to 
decide whether or not two meters can be utilized for 
service. This station will no longer handle it alone. Not 
that the willingness is gone but only because it can not 
be done by one station alone. 

How about it, Fellow Amateurs? 


SECs REPLY 


On at least two recent occasions Mr. Guernsey Curran 
W4GJI, SCM Eastern Florida ARRL, has attempted to make an 
issue of a roubine operational transfer of ‘‘contrpl’’ from the 
Eastern Florida SEC to the Western Florida SEC during ex- 
tended emergency operations. The first occasion was during 
the Hurricane Dora alert itself. The second was in a meeting 
of the Florida Sidebanders Association September 20. Mr. 
Curran made so many misrepresentations in his statements that 
the facts should be set out in full. 

The Hurricane Dora alert, like every AREC/ARPSC opera- 
tion in Florida since 1961, was conducted in accordance with 
the Florida AREC communication plan as set forth in the 
AREC Manual of Operations. This plan has been in effect with 
minor modifications from time to time, Since early 1961. 

From the first it has been a state-wide plan, deliberately, 
consciously ignoring administrative dividing lines on the map. 
Florida communication has always been state-wide in scope. 
Any emergency communication plan which attempts to ignore 
this is self-defeating. 

In recognition of this, the very first published versions 
(including the first mimeographed and ‘‘ditto’’ versions) of the 
Florida plan have said ‘‘The state plan may be invoked by 
the SEC of EITHER section at any time, when in his judge- 
ment, the situation requires state-wide emergency operations.’’ 
(Emphasis was in original printed version.) 

This procedure has been observed in every alert or drill 
Since 1961, and cooperation from the amateurs of both sec- 
tions has been excellent. We have had operational problems 
at times with the plan but there has never been a Serious ad- 
ministrative problem. 

The SECs in all cases have coordinated with each other 
very closely using radio and long distance telephone during 
emergency operations, and mail and radio at other times. Their 
duties in actual emergencies involve principally things like 
which nets and key cities are to be activated, when, and to 
what extent; and when the operation may be closed without de- 
priving anyone of needed communications. The SECs do not 
involve themselves with the internal operations of individual 
nets nor with the details of Key City and other SECs opera- 
tions. 

The SECs, like other Florida amateurs, must work for their 
livings, sleep a little bit and attend to the needs of their 
families. They can not remain on duty 24 hours a day. They 
have solved this problem by ‘‘spelling’’ each other on SEC 
duty with the result that during an operation a Florida SEC 
can nearly always be located if needed. 

It is ironic that Mr. Curran should suddenly object to this 
procedure, since he was one of the first persons who was 
asked to read over and comment on the proposed Florida plan 
when it was being formulated. And he was one of the first 
persons asked to read the proof-copies of the AREC Manual of 
Operations and to offer suggestions for change and improve- 
ment. His letter of comment on the Manual is printed herewith. 

We still believe strongly that joint, cooperativeSEC super- 
vision, with duties shared or rotated as they -have been for 
four successful years, is one of the strong points of the now- 
famous Florida Plan. We intend to continue to follow the plan 
just as we urge others to do so.

Do For You? 


A pilot on a radio range 
hears a steady 1020 cycle 
tone in his headset. All the 
radio signalshe receives are 
filtered out except 1020 
cycles. Now suppose you are 
sitting at home in front of 


your communications re- 
ceiver and listening to a 
nice CW signal. Along 


comes alot of noisy ORM -- 
So you insert the range filter 
ahead of your headset, tune 
your CW note to a nice 1020 
cycles, and everything else 
drops out. 

These filters have a very 
narrow band pass in the 1020 
cycle region of the audio 
spectrum. A further refine- 
ment is to incorporate 
variable band-pass by con- 
necting a variable 5000 ohm 
potentiometer from the input 
to the output of the filter. 
This variable resistance path 
across the filter tends to 
flatten the band-pass char- 
acteristics and offers a sim- 
ple means of controlling the 
amount of filter effect. 

These range filters were 
manufactured for the Navy 
and the Air Force by United 
Transformer Corporation and 
other firms noted for their 
quality High-QL/C circuits. 
They were designed for 600 
ohm input and output but 
work exceedingly well on 
lower or higher input/output 
impedance. Simple 500 ohm 
line transformers may be 
used by the exacting ham to 
get a perfect match; others 
may use 600 ohm = shunt 
resistors; some may have 
receivers with 600 ohm out- 
put and 600 ohm surplus 
headsets.

WHO SAID 
72 OHMS? 


The center impedance of 
a half-wave dipole antenna 
depends on itsdistance from 
the ground and adjacent 
equivalents. 

Here's what happens. It is 
afew ohms near the ground. 
At a quarter-wave above it 
is getting close to 72 ohms. 
At athird-wave it can be as 
high as 100 ohms. Then as 
you go higher it goes back 
downto72 ohms at the half- 
way point. Going still higher 
makes it drop off to 60 
ohms. Then it starts back 
up again and goes to as high 
as 85 ohms. It starts back 
down again and at one 
wavelength it is 72 ohms. 
Beyond that it does a few 
more wiggles and_ sorta' 
gives up at about two wave- 
lengths. Now maybe that 
helps to explain why the 
VSWR meter went haywire 
when all you did was raise 
the antenna 15 feet!

The Florida ARPSC has 
now had its first real call 
to duty in a state-wide emer- 
gency since Hurricane Donna 
in 1960. The contrast was 
So vivid between the chaos 
of four years ago that there 
was no comparison. The 
result of four years of Self- 
training, planning, hard work, 
and discipline were con- 
Spicuous, 

Florida was on the alert 
for a total of 69 hours. Nets 
B, C, and D were alerted 
during the operation — each 
to serve a particular  pur- 
pose, At no time did any net 
run at more than about 10% 
of its traffic handling capac- 
ity and there were still two 
nets unalerted and in re- 
serve. The Florida system 
probably never exceeded 3% 
of its total capacity. 

Nets C and D were alerted 
by Joint SEC bulletin at the 
same time as Condition 2 
was. established. Net C 
served aS a CD circuit to 
aid in preliminary arrange- 
ments ahead of the storm. It 
served as a back-up circuit 
for the Red Cross. Red 
Cross area HQ in Atlanta 
kept a station on this cir- 
cuit throughout the alert. 
Net D served as another Red 
Cross back-up circuit, with 
Atlanta. representation, and 
for interstate purposes, pri- 
marily for ARPSC coordina- 
tion. 

Net B was alerted about 
0145 GMT August 28 when 
it became apparent that

For a long time Florida amateurs had no 1.8 Mc. band. 
There are some that will complain that we still have practic - 
ally no band, what with the narrow 25 kc. segments, power 
limitations, QRN problems, LORAN noise, and other factors. 
However, there is a band down below that 80 meter spot, and 
an interesting one at that. Short haul QSO’S for traffic or rag- 
chewing perhaps up to 300 miles are almost always reliable 
during the nighttime hours. Something you won’t find every 
evening this time of year on 75 or 80 meters. In addition there 
is long skip — long, that is, for this band, sometimes in ex- 
cess of 1000 miles. You can also find DX, perhaps not as 
easily as you do on the higher frequencies, but it’s still there, 
and it can be worked. Don, K4F'MA, in Miami, worked across 
the pond a couple of times last year. Some of the countries 
in Europe have a power limitation of only 10 watts, so you 
see, we’re QRO here with our big 25! 

As a relative neophyte on this band, with the 1963 winter 
season as my first, several things were apparent: 

(1) Transmitting gear is relatively easy to build or con- 
vert. My first attempt at a transmitter for 160 is a bit of a 
mess, but at least there are no worries about short leads like 
there are on two meters! I have worked several hams who have 
surplus ARC-5 transmitters, which are simple to modify, ac- 
curate and stable. It also seems to me that other home-brew, 
surplus or kit gear can be modified to work on this band with- 
out too much trouble. 

(2) Receivers aren’t an insurmountable problem. The gen- 
eral coverage types do a good job, and the ones that do not 
cover 160 can. be fixed up with a simple converter. I used a 
borrowed 75A2 last year, but finally converted my 2.5—20 Mc. 
Super Pro to 160 with little difficulty. More sophisticated cir- 
cuits, such as those for LORAN noise reduction, can be used 
by those so inclined. 

(3) Antennas are a real problem, and this may be one of 
the major drawbacks to operation on this band. A quarter 
wave here runs about 133 feet, and is no small matter to the 
average city-lot ham. However, it is surprising what will work 
effectively. My first attempt at an antenna was a chunk of

New MARS 
Traffic Guide 


The Chiefs of Army, Navy 
and Air Force MARS have 
recently coordinated and 
published a joint MARS traf- 
fic guide. Paragraph one of 
the guide is quoted here for 
appropriate action and infor- 


mation for all MARS Army 
member stations. ‘‘Third 
party personal messages 


handled via MARS circuits 
will normally be restricted 
to those from or to U. S. 
military personnel, 

Civilian MARS members 
are extended the privilege of 
originating and transmitting 
their own personal messages 
via MARS. Under emergency 
or other extraordinary cir- 
cumstances third party per- 
sonal messages may be 
handled without regard to 
the status of either the orig- 
inator or addressee. 


Under no circumstances 
will personal third party 
messages be actively so- 
licited for transmission via 
MARS. This does not pre- 
clude a MARS station from 
publicizing its personal 
message handling capabili- 
ties.’’ 

Copies of the traffic guide 
dated 1 August 64 may be 
obtained from your Command 
MARS Director. The new 
guide contains a list of FPO 
designations for which traf- 
fic may be accepted for 
transmission via MARS.
